One very shrewd speculator, very 
dose to most of the silver senators, 
has advised some of them that, in his {

/ opinion, If the secretary of the treas¬ 
ury, even at this late day, should sim¬ 
ply take all the sliver offered In the 
world markets for a brief time, he 
would absorb nil the “floating supply.” 

This speculator believes that the 
floating supply is not more than sixty 
million ounces at the outside. But the 
way to If, If the desire to put thA 
price up Is real, he Insists, Is sfmplH 
to stand there and take nil that is ofS 
fered ns long ns It Is around the preft-^ 
ent price. Which, Incidentally, Is Just 
under the price at which the govern¬ 
ment commandeered all silver held In 
this country—BO cents an ounce. Thlk 
speculator thinks such a stand would 
have the effect of reconvlnclng the 
world that this country was going to 
do something about sliver, which be¬ 
lief was what put the price up above 
70 cents, while the collapse of that be¬ 
lief was what dropped it hack to be¬ 
low fio cents. 

But the real, starry-eyed silver hoys 
are those who think In terms of blmet- 
nlism, and $1.29 an ounce, or more 
than $2 if you figure gold devaluation 
and the 10 f> 1 ratio. 

A fight will be made for himetnllsm 
at tills session of congress. There Is 
no doubt about that. But It is highly 
doubtful If the fight gets very far. For 
one thing, the sllverites will not have 
so much co-operation from the Infla¬ 
tionist group as they did when they 
forced Roosevelt anti Morgenthnu to 
accept the silver law. For It was only 
because It was the only way to avoid 
having n straight-out printing press 
money measure jammed down Its 
throat that the administration accept¬ 
ed the silver hill In the first place. 

The considerable Improvement In 
business has taken some of the stenm 
out of the Inflationists. Others who 
believe Implicitly In inflation have 
come to believe that there Is no use 
fighting for It right now, because it 
is on the way anyhow! 

They figure that the national debt 
will go on mounting, further devalua¬ 
tion of the dollar will be the only way 
out for the government after a few 
years, and then inflation will he here. 
So they think it Is easier to wait until 
the train comes along than to run to¬ 
ward it. 

So the sllverites do not know what 
to do, but they are mighty unhappy. 

Utilities Watch Court 

If the United States Supreme court 
should declare unconstitutional the 
public utility holding company law' 
forced through by President Boosevelt 
at tlie last session of congress, there 
is a very fair chance indeed that the 
new law, to take Its place, might fol¬ 
low’ the lines of the compromise sug¬ 
gested by Wendell L. Willkle, presi¬ 
dent «»f the Commonwealth und South¬ 
ern corporation. 

If the Supreme court upholds the 
present law, there is not the prover¬ 
bial rhinaman’s chance that congress 
will repeal the present statute, and 
substitute anything so mild. To put It 
another way, if congress were about 
to write the public utility bill, with 
the President unchanged in his atti¬ 
tude, it would undoubtedly be a milder 
bill—much milder—than the present 
one. But that is a very different 
thing from putting through a repeal 
measure uud modifying the enisting 
law*. 

The answer to this somewhat para¬ 
doxical appearing situation Is found 
In the difficulty of putting through any 
new legislation to which the President 
Is opposed. If the law were not on 
the books, the President would try 
whip anti spur to get it there. He 
would then he forced to take consid¬ 
erably less than he got last year. 

But to hope, as some utility officials 
do, that congress will substitute a 
more "reasonable” measure at this 
session shows abysmal Ignorance of 
how the the wheels go ’round in Wash¬ 
ington. It would require not only the 
tremendous push necessary to get the 
measure through both house and sen¬ 
ate, but the mustering, after the Pres¬ 
ident’s certain veto, of a two-thirds 
majority in each house. Which Is 
just about unthinkable. 

Notwithstanding which, the Willkle 
compromise is very appealing to a 
grout number of senators and repre¬ 
sentatives. Their usual comment, of 
course, is*: "Why didn't the utilities 
come before congress with this sort 
of proposition long ago, insteud of pre¬ 
tending they didn’t need any regula¬ 
tion?” The unswer to thut, of course, 

Is very human. Nobody goes looking 
for trouble. No one openly admits he 
needs to he curbed. Human minds 
don’t function thut way. 

When the blow finally fell, and 
when the utilities, lust year, realized 
that a law was going through, they 
made their drive against the death 
sentence, thinking thut If the evil day 
could he delayed, the law might be 
changed later. But Uiey lost. 

The Willkle compromise would end 
governmental competition with the 
utilities. It would give the securities 
and exchange commission authority to 
supervise the Issuance of bolding 
company securities. It would subject 
all utilities companies to the securi¬ 
ties exchange act. It would accept 
imposition of uniform accounting sys¬ 
tems for all utility companies, leaving 8 
the final word as to how sccom|M 
should be kept to the securities 
mission. 

Striking one of the most com¬ 
plained of abuses by holding com¬ 
panies, It would regulate charges 
made against operating companies for 
management and services by holding 
companies, thus eliminating the milk¬ 
ing of operating companies and main¬ 
tenance of high rates to consumers 
because of unnecesarlly high fees to 
the parent companies. 

Further, it would set up Interstate 
power boards, and would permit the 
fixing of rates on interstate business 
by these boards whenever a state util¬ 
ity commission should so request 4

TTie statement nf tho subject of this 
lesson Is not quite satisfactory. His 
baptism and temptation were not 
means of preparation, but were respec¬ 
tively bis formal entrance upon his 
work and the first conflict with the 
devil, whose works he came to de¬ 
stroy. 

I. Jesus Entering Upon His Media¬ 
torial Work (I,tike 3:21, 22). 

1. His baptism (v. 21). In his bap¬ 
tism we see the symbolic act of Jesus 
dedicating himself to the work of re¬ 
demption through the cross, or the act 
of consecration on his part to the work 
of savin? the world through his death 
and resurrection. His baptism did not 
mean his obedience to the law of God. 
but his entrance upon the sacrificial 
work which on the cross of Calvary 
made a real foundation for full right¬ 
eousness. 

2. His anointing (v. 22). As he thus 
dedicated himself to the task of bring¬ 
ing In a righteousness, he wns anoint- 
with the Holy Spirit. 

3. The heavenly recognition (v. 22). 
This act of devotion to the divine will 
was attended by the declaration of 
divine approval. “Thou art my beloved 
Son j in thee I am well pleased.** 

II. Jesus’ First Conflict With the 
Devil (Luke 4:1-13). 

Jesus went from the place of anoint¬ 
ing and heavenly recognition as the 1 
Son of God to meet and to spoil the 
arch enemy (Ileb. 2:14). Instead of 
the temptation, therefore, being a 
preparation for Ids messianic work, it > 
was a demonstration of the Insepara- 
bleness of the divine and human na¬ 
tures! In the incarnation. It is to he 
noted that the Holy Spirit, not Satan* 
led Jesus Into the wilderness to be 
tempted. 

1. The place (v. 1). Tt was In the 
wilderness of Judea. The first man. 
Adam, was tempted in a garden, with 
the most pleasant surroundings. The 
second man. Jesus Christ, was tempted 
in a barren wilderness, surrounded by 
wild .beasts (Mark 1:13). 

2. The method (vv. 2 12). Christ ns 
the world's Redeemer sustained a 
threefold relationship: the Son of man. 
the Messiah, and the Son of God. i 
Therefore. Satan made each one a 
ground of attack. 

a. As Son of man (vv. 2-4) Satan 
made his first assault upon Jesus as a 
man by appealing to the Instinct of 
hunger. Satan urged him to use his 
divine power to convert a stone Into 
bread. Hunger is natural and sinless. 
Heal human life experiences hunger. 
The appetite of hunger was normal 
nml right. The temptation was to sat¬ 
isfy a right hunger in a wrong way. 
To have yielded In this case, though 
bis hunger was desperate, would have 
been to renounce the human limitations 
which he had taken for our sins. To 
use divine power to satisfy human 
needs would have been to fail ns Sa¬ 
vior and Mediator. To do right in a 
wrong way is to fail. 

b. As Messiah (vv. P-S). Here the 
temptation was to grasp his rightful 
dominion by false means. The devil 
ofTered to surrender unto him the 
world, If he would adopt his method— 
worship him. The force of this tempta¬ 
tion wus in the fact that the kingdoms 
of the world are Christ’s by God’s cove¬ 
nant witli him. God’s method by which 
Jesus was to possess the world was 
the sacrlflcinl death on the cross. The 
temptation which Satan is placing upon 
the church today is to get possession 
of the world by other means than that 
of the cross. 

c. As Son of God (vv. 9-12). Here 
Satan tries to Induce Christ to presume 
upon God’s care, lie quotes a messi¬ 
anic psalm to induce him so to act. 
To do the spectacular thing In order 
to get publicity Is to fall into Satan's 
temptation. For Jesus to have placed 
himself In danger In order to get God’s 
special help In delivering him would 
have been to sin. To test God as to 
whether he will keep a promise Is tho 
greatest distrust; It is to sin and fall. 

d. Christ's defense (vv. 4, 8, 12). It 
was the Word of God. He met every 
onslaught of the enemy with “It Is 
written.*’ Our defense Is God’s Word. 
May every Sunday School teacher and 
believer know how to use It 
e. The Issue (v. 13). Satan was van¬ 
quished. If we but trust God and use 
bis Word, we too can overcome the 
devil.

to finance the program was swept into 
discard. 

Not only are the processing taxes 
Illegal but the court apparently de¬ 
clared the farm benefit contracts void 
and put up bars against any attempt 
of the federal government to regulate 
farm production by whatever means. 

Senators and representatives who 
Immediately began planning legislation 
to continue benefit payments to farm 
ers and to balance agricultural output 
did not seem to grasp the full signi¬ 
ficance of this part of the decision. 
The court said flatly that regulation 
of farm production Is not within the 
scope of the federal government and 
of Its powers to accomplish this, nor 
can It purchase adherence to a control 
scheme by federal payments. 

The decision destroyed not only the 
original AAA bnt also the amended act 
of the last session of congress. 

The dissenting opinion held that the 
AAA was a legitimate employment of 
the power to tax for the g« neral wel¬ 
fare. It attacked the theory that th rt 
preservation of our institutions is the 
exclusive concern of the Supreme court 
and suggested that under the majority 
decision the unemployment work relief 
act is unconstitutional 

President Roosevelt, Secretary of 
Agriculture Wallace and other admin¬ 
istration leaders had no immediate 
comment on the decision to make pub¬ 
lic. but the President culled Attorney 
General Fummimrs and Mr. Wallace in¬ 
to conference. The administration and 
congress must do something to raise 
nearly hair a billion dollars which the 
government lias contracted to pay 
farmers and against which it now has 
no income, since the processing impost 
Is out awed. Disposition of about $-00,- 
000,000 accumulated under court orders 
that impounded processing tax collec¬ 
tions must be determined. 

AAA Administrator Chester Davis 
stopped all payments to farmers "until 
further notice," and the Treasury de¬ 
partment ordered all collectors of in¬ 
ternal revenue to desist from further 
efforts to collect processing taxes. 

In his budget message President 
Roosevelt included revenue from 
processing taxes, so the Supreme court 
decision had the effect of throwing the 
1037 budget still further nut of bal¬ 
ance by something like a billion dol¬ 
lars.

Budget Message Shows 
Billion Dollar Deficit 

I N’ HIS message to congress submit¬ 
ting his approved budget for the 
1937 fiscal year, beginning July 1 next, 
President Roosevelt followed the dou¬ 
ble system of accounting his admin¬ 
istration has always employed—one set 
of books for regular expenditures and 
income and another set for emergency 
spending and appropriations. He as¬ 
serted that receipts from all sources in 
the next fiscal year will aggregate an 
estimated $5,054,000,000. Expenditures 
for all regular government departments 
are estimated at $5,649,000,000. So 
the ‘’regular" budget will be in balance, 
with a surplus of $5.000,000. 

But the message went on to say, af¬ 
ter explaining that the regular gov¬ 
ernment books will show fiscal affairs 
ln the black, us to income and outgo, 
they will show red to the extent of $1,- 
103,000,000 in works relief spending, less 
the $5,000,000 "surplus," this leaving 
the new appropriation for further 
works-relief open for at least two 
months. 

That figure of $1,103,000,000 repre¬ 
sents the President's estimate of unex-

an eloquent and mill- * re#,de "‘ 
pint political speech Rooseve 
addressed to the people of the United 
Stales, who by the millions were listen¬ 
ing in on their radios. Partisan opin¬ 
ion of his message Is perhaps worth 
less. Of course his supporters praised 
it highly, and his opponents were 
equally emphatic In derogation. 

Democrats and Republicans alike 
commended the President’s opening 
paragraphs ln which he boldly con¬ 
demned the aggression of Italy and 
Jupan, though without naming those 
nations; and there was little dissent 
from his assertion that the United 
States must maintain its neutrality 
while seeking to "discourage the use by 
belligerent nations of any and all 
American products calculated to facil¬ 
itate the prosecution of a war ln quan¬ 
tities over and above our normal ex¬ 
ports to them ln time of peace.” 

The remainder of the messuge, de 
voted to domestic affairs, was devoted 
chiefly to a belligerently worded de¬ 
fense of the New Deal meusures of the 
administration, an attack on those who 
oppose them and a spirited passage 
in which Hr. Roosevelt defied and 
dared his critics to move for the re- 
peul of those measures instead of 
“hiding their dissent In a cowardly 
cloak of generality.” In only two 
paragraphs did the President dwell on 
“the slat.* of the nation.” In these 
he said that after nearly three years 
of the N»*w Deal national Income is 


seventy-eight—the only contem¬ 
porary lieutenant general of the Unit¬ 
ed States army. For 50-odd years, 
he wore with gallantry and with honor 
the uniform of hla country. 

He fought Indians; fought border- 
bandits; fought Spaniards in Cuba; 
emergency fought Germans in France; and, at 
: take Into the end, fought off death for many 
roprlatlona dragging months.

Make a sirup of one and one- 
half quarts of water and a pound of 
sugar, cook for ten minutes, add a 
quart of fresh berries with the Juice 
of one lemon. Mash and strain, add¬ 
ing a cupful of orange juice with the 
berries, which have been Iced. Serve 
cold. 

Apple and Rice Soup. 

Core and slice thin eight unpeeled 
apples. Cook them with one-half cup¬ 
ful of rice uutll both are soft, uslug 
two quarts of boiling water. Put 
through s sieve, add spices and one- 
half cupful of orange Juice or grape¬ 
fruit marmalade. Serve hot.
